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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


Yn accordance with the law and with a long-established custom, we herewith 
respectfully submit our report. 

The labors of the committee for the past year, as has been the custom for 
the past nine years, have been divided corresponding to the three political 
divisions of the tewn; Mr. Rogers having charge of the districts in the South- 
ern division, to wit: Districts No. 1, 2, 4, 16,48 and 2¢. Mr. Sanborn, those in the 
*Bastern division, to wit: Nos. 8, 17, 15 21,22 and 24; and Mr. Hill, those in 
the Northern division, to wit: Nos. 5, 6, 10, 11, 12,13 and 15; and the reports of 


the schools are accordingly made be the member of the board having charge 
of the same.

CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 


We believe that, with perhaps a few exceptions, the schools in town are in 
as good condition as in former years; and we think U:cm fully equal, if not 
superior to those of an average of the towns in the State. But with this, we, 
“8 Committee, are not entirely satisfied. We believe that, with the proper 
efforts, put forth in the proper direction, our schools may: far exceed this 
standard. 


We observe too much carelessness and indifference, in this regard, on the 
part of many of the people. There is,in many localities, a want of earnest- 
ness, of united effort and determined zeal in behalf of the cause of publie 
education. Many are too willing, aye, ever glad of the opportunity, to find 
fault with the teacher in her method of instruction, in her manner of govern- 
ment, or in some of the details of the management of the school, or with the 
committee in his recommendation of schoo] books, or in some other, as they 
say, misconduct, or neglect in his official duties. 

Now this is all wrong; united and untireing effort on the part cf el, can 
make our school what they should be and what they may be. 

And now let us, forgetting all feelings of selfishness, place ourselves. side by 
side on a general ievel, close up the ranks and push on the column under the 
standard of wniversal education; ever remembering that eachdias his share of 
the duties to perform and his share of the responsibilities to bear. 

TEACHERS. 


With few exceptions, the teachers the past year have been successful. Like 
the previous year, they have been all females. The parents and children, in 
many of the distrfots; have been, this year, exceedingly fortunate in obtain- 
ing teachers of superior merit. Continue the same in your schools as long as 
possible; the services of such are inv aluable, while those of the other class 
wre of little er no value. ;

BOOKS. 


In many respects, the schools of this town are somewhat behind the times, 
in. this regard, it being the desire of the committee to economise as much as 
possible for the people, the law restricts us to the change of only one book, 
or series of books each year, and requires us to use the same book three 
years after once adopting it. 


During the past six years only two changes have been made, only one of 
them being attended with expense to the people. 


We have endeavored to do our duty, boldly, fearlessly, and with an eye to 
the greatest good of the greatest number. In some instances we may have 
been blamed for the course by us pursued; but we have the satisfaction, with- 
in our own consciences, of having acted in accordance with the oaths we took 
upen us, ‘faithfully, impartially and according to our best skill and judge- 
ment.” 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


Miss Nellie M. Emery, Teacher. James 8. Morrison, Prudential Committee. 

Winter term only. This school is quite smal] and the school house in a very 
dad condition. Was not visited at close, on account of the absence of the 
Committee. It gave very good satisfaction to the peop!te of the district, anu, 
on the whole, as to progress and thoroughness may be called equal to an 
average of the schools in town. 

To this district has been annexed those formerly Constituting No. 8, and it 
is now hoped that, with that addition, they will feel like doing something to 
their house. . 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Charles W. Colby, Prud. Committee. Summer and Winter terms by Miss 
Ella A. Brown. She fully maintained her former excellent reputation. The 
discipline was good and instruction thorough and practical. The examina- 
tion, at the close of the Winter term, was satisfactory and showed that the 
labor of the teacher had not been in vain. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Charles W. Morrison, Prud. Committee. Mrs. F. 8. Spencer, teacher, summer 
and winterterms. She has taught the same school heretofore with yood sue- 
eess. The report of her school for the winter term last year, by mistake of 
the printer, was omitted. The twoterms this year, as the winter term last. 
year, were very satisfactory. On account of the refractory conduct of some 
of the scholars, about the close of the last term, there was some annoyance in 
the school; but it is believed that the teacher maintained her supremacy and 
came off triumphantly victorious at the end. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 


Daniel S. Clay, Prud. Committee. Miss Georgie B. Perley, tencher, summer 
and winterterms. These were very fine terms of school und governed by an 
excellent teacher, who seemed to gain the good feelings of her scholars. Thor- 
oughuess of instruction, characterized with much energy, prevailed through- 
out both terms. A grand system of order and good feelings seemed to pre- 
vail on the part of both teacher, parents and scholars. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


Elbridge Favor, Prud. Committee. Miss Mina Brown, teacher, summer and 
winter term. The summer term passed off, aud some few seemed dissatisfied 
with the school. The teacher seemed to try to do her duty, but did not get the 
good feelings of all her pupils. Winter term was made up of larger scholars 
xn some rogu¢ish boys who seemed to be bent on having their own way.— 
The teacher did not'succeed in gaining their affections, and they were in- 
clined to have their own way and run the machine; some gross insults beieg 

yerpetrated in doors and out. Think a male teacher should be putin the plece 
nd learn them what belongs in a school room. 
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DISTRICT No. 7. 


Horace Moulton, Prud. Cominittee. Summer and winter terms by Miss 
Carrie Durgin. Comment is needless. She, has taught the school seyerad 
terms in succession, and gives most excellent satisfaction. 


DISTRICT No. 8. : 


Amos Baker, Prud. Committee. Eliza W. Tibbetts, teacher, summer term. 
This schoo] appeared well at the commencement, but the closing examination 
was not satisfactory to the committee. Winter term taught by Clara E. Smart. 
This teacher is faithful, and competent in the discharge of her duties as a 
teacher. The recitations were prompt and well learned. Very good advance ~ 
nent was made by most of the pupils. 


DISTRICT No. 10. 


Isaac Lane, Prud. Committee. Miss Celestia J. Knox, teacher of summer 
and winter terms. A teacher well adapted to fill the place she has occupied. 
Prompt and ambitious, good order, and yo to her duty, which is a ehar- 
acteristic of her asa teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 11. 


Dustin Weeks, Prud. Committee. Miss Georgie B. Perley, teacher of Fali 
term. Thisschool was madeup of several Districts, and different kinds of 
books, but the teacher seemed to have good judgement in arrangeing Classes 
Ww ithout much difficulty, and all classes made fine progress. The teacher dis- 
charged her duty faithiuily, and gained the good will and friendship of both 
scholars and parents. Well qualified and faithful in her calling. 


DISTRICT No. 12, 


James R. Coggsell, Prud. Committee. Miss Sarah P. Comerford, teacher 
At the commencement of the term the school was quite small, but soon it in- 
creased in numbers from adjoining districts. The large experience and rep- 
utation of Miss Comerford as a teacher is unrivalled and not excelled. Good 
order and good progress are characteristic of her as a teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 13: : 


Wm. R, Morrison, Prud. Committee. Miss Carrie Copp, teacher, summer 
and winter terms. A young and unexperienced teacber. School so small it 
was iinpossible to see any interest manifested. The teacher needs more ex- 
yerience to give satisfaction. Several scholars attend other districts. An old 
hbebel now tit to teach schoo] in. 


DISTRICT No. 15, 


Paniel Tilton, Prud. Committee. Miss Sarah J. How, teacher, summer term. 
She seemed to discharge her duty faithfully and did not fail ta secure the goou 
wilLof her pupils. The term was ye short but good progress was made. 
Winter term taught by Miss Abbie. E. Jacobs, who seemed to have a good 

faculty of pleasing all and gaining the affections of her scholars. Good 
order, and fine pr ogress mi ide. 


DISTRICT No. 16. 


Bp. P. Simonds, Prud. Cammittee. Winter term only, by Miss Augusta A. 
Simonds. This school was not as satisfactory to some of the district as wis 
desired. The teacher seemed te lack faculty of imparting instruction in that 
thorough and practical manner that is necessary to good success. The regis 
per, in many important respects, was defective.
